GO BACK TO THE LAND. 


Blooomingtnn Lcadir. 


Mr. Philip Armour, the well-known 


Chicago pork-packer, has just re- 
ceived 800 packages of salted meats 
from Antwerp, Belgium, and has 
1,500 more on the way back. 
These 


goods were shipped abroad, and have 
been returned to be sold on this wa- 
ter, simply because they will net half 
a cent a pound more profit than' 
could be obtained in Belgium. 
In 


other words, our meats are worth 
more for home consumption than 
they will bring in foreign markets. 


The trouble is that we are not 


producing enough in this country 
for our cwn needs, let alone under- 
taking to supply the balance of man- 
kind. 
The population of our cities 


is increasing too rapidly and the 
rural popnlaiiou is not keeping pace 
therewith. The-cost of living is each 
day becoming greater, because, the 
trades aad professions are over-run. 
The result is strikes and general dis 
content. Farmers' sons are desert- 
ing the plow to help swell the great 
mass of the unemployed iu the al- 
ready over crowded towns. 
Abund- 


ant crops one year produce a tempo- 
rary relief, but let blight and drouth 
follow anil everybody is pinched ex- 
cept tho agriculturist. 
He receives 


more for his labor than formerly, and 
smiles and is contented. 
It remains 


to bo seen whether the young men 
and women of this generation will 
learn anything from a review of these 
facts. 


One reason for this condition of 


afi'airs is found in the fact that our 
education is more poetical than prac- 
tical. 
Labor is looked 
upon 
as 


drudgery. 
The girl who learns to 


cook and sew is frowned upon rather 
than encouraged, while the lad who 
does not aspire to become u doctor, 
merchant, teacher, or something of 
that sort, is looked upon as slow. It 
does not seem to enter into the ac- 
count that life is after all only worth 
tile-happiness, health and good that 
wo get out of it. 
And although 


greatness and honor may come to the 
few, 
iu the majority of cases laurels 


rest on aching brows, and the bau- 
bles for which men struggle in the 
professions are as unsatisfactory as 
apples of Sodom when the lips have 
touched them. 
The need of the gen- 


eration is for more young men on the 
farms, and until the boys realize that 
there is little hope of decent success 
elsewhere they will probably continue 
to starve in illy-ventilated 
rooms, 


rather than breathe the free air of 
heaven in honest labor on the soil.

On Monday Father Weldon, of 


Bloomington, visited the condemned 
man in his cell to prepare him for 
the terrible fate that awaited him. 
Devine was not inclined to hear the 
Rev. 
Father, but toward the close of 


the interview rather softened. When 
the priest left Devine did not ask 
him to return, and the next day told 
the sheriff he did not want to see 
him any more. Yesterday afternoon 
Fathers Weldon and Gregan again 
cnme from Bloomington. 
Devine 


received them more kindly and ex- 
pressed a desire to make his peace 
and die a true Catholic. He then 
made a confession to Father Wel- 
don and the priest remained in the 
cell several hours with him. 
This 


morning Devine again made his con- 
fession of the crime for which he 
was executed; this is only known to 
the priest 
He made no confession 


to the public, but to the last moment 
declared his innocence. 


THE riN'AL SCENE. 


At an early hour this morning, 


hundreds were attracted to this city. 
The execution was to take place in 
the debtors' room, and only about 
one hundred were admitted.

was read to Devine in his cell by 
Deputy Sheriff McHenry. 
Patsey 


never quailed, but looked as though 
he was taking part in something in 
which he was in no wise interested.

THE CRIME 


for which Patsey Devine paid the death 
penalty was the murder of Aaron Good- 
feUoxr, aped about 50 years, who was a 
highly esteemed citizen of Bloomington, 
and the father of a Chicago & Alton en- 
gineer. The murder wasthe culmination 
of an attempted robbery one night be- 
^?*u«nml-and ten °'c!ot* during the 
iT ?l 1£'9' and was committed near 
IranMinPark, in one of the fashionable 
quarters of Bloomington. The victim 


Aaron Goodfellow, bad been spending the 
evening with friends, with whom he had 
been playing croqnet and other games. 
Returning home Mr. Goodfellow stepped 
into a grocery store a few minutes past 
nifle o'clock where he convereed with 
friends for a few moments, then passed on 
toward his home. As fce was passing an 
alley beyond the Dodson mansiou on 
Chestnut street, a man stepped out' as 
Goodfellow approached, and commanded 
hi™ to hold up his hands. Instead of 
doing so Mr. Goodfellow, who was a 
brave man and stout for his years, grap- 
pled with the would-be robber and while 
the two were struggling together for the 
mastery, a second robber, (who is believed 
to have been Williams), cnme from a 
shadow close by, and deliberately shot 
Goodfellow in tue breast. The victim 
fell to the ground mortally wounded, and 
both ruffians fled rapidly down the alley 
and escaped. They were seen by a negro 
in a barn as they lau past. The rtport 
of the pistol was plainly heard by people 
in the neighborhood, and soon a crowd 
collected where the wounded man lay 
bleeding and partially unconscious. 
He 


was borne to hit home, where he died on 
the following morning. 


EIOGRtPHICHL. 


Patsey Devine was born in Cincinnati, 


Ohio, in 1BOC, and was therefore 26 years 
of age. He spent a portion of his boy- 
hood days in that city, and aftei wards 
dealt out whisky and beer frora behind a 
bar at a saloon in Memphis, Term. 
Sub- 


sequently he was engaged for a time us a 
bhoe cutter in an establishment at St. 
Louie, 'Mo. He also tended bur in saloons 
in thnt city, and was sf nt to the AIii*omi 
:>enitentiiiry, at Jcttcrson City, on corme- 
;ion on a charge 01 grand larceny. While 
there he met Williams, and after their 
discharge, both finishing their sentence 
about tho same time, they became travpl- 
ingcompanious, and were together most of 
the time until Devine's arrest in New York 
by officer Butler, for the Goodfellow mur- 
der at Bloomingtou. When a boy Patsey 
served a year in the Pontiac, 111.,'Reform 
School, having been sent up from Belle- 
ville for larceny. In an interview Patsey 
described Williams as a dangerous, pas- 
sionate young man, who would kill with- 
out hesitation, and for this reason he (De- 
vine) left him on several occasions, Wil- 
liamti' lecklessness being exceedingly an- 
noying to Patsey. He left him in Bloom- 
ington on the morning of the murder, on 
that account. 


Devine, was an Irish-American , five 


feet eight inches high, nnd weighed 160 
pounds, light complexion, and of good 
build; was twice tried for the murder of 
Goodfellow, and each time found guilty 
aud sentenced to death. The first trial 
and conviction was decided by the Su- 
preme Court to bo illegal, and the catc 
was remanded for a new trial. 
After 


shoving oil'the case foi fetvernl to;m.«, it I 
was fiuf.lly tiled a/j,u:i last March, with 
the (result above stated. He tignm ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Couit, but to no 
avnl. 
During all his conthiement in the 


Denitt count> jail, aud especially the 
last days, he had bceu joual and in "good 
spirits, claiming tl.(it he was an innocent 
man, nnd would die game. He refused 
the services of both ministers arid priests 
up till Wednef-day, when for the first time 
Father Weldon, a Catho'ic Piitst, from 
Bloomiugtoii, visited him 
by leanest 


Thursday Devine was cioie ne'rvous'than 
usual. He told the correspondent that 
Ins attorneys had not done their duty, or 
he would now be rree. He said i£' the 
prosecution hr.d got him :espiteil he 
would have told where Jinny Williams, 
his accessory in the crime, wa«, but on

If beef was handled in speculative 


hands like pork products and grain, 
we might be justified in thinking that 
some shrewd and powerful manipula- 
tor had a successful "corner" on the 
staple article of food. No market, 
however, is more completely controll- 
ed by the natural laws of supply and 
demand than the beef market, and 
for that reason the available supply 
of fat cattle iu the chief guide for the 
lowering and raising of prices. The 
supply of hogs, however, regulates 
to a certain degree, the general meat 
market, because, if there was a mark- 
ed scarcity of one kind of meat,which 
should advance to unreasonable rates, 
and a plentiful supplv of another, 
consumers would naturally turn their 
attention to the latter. 


Present prices for stock, however 


—S/.50@7.85 for b.est cattle, 87.80 
for hogs, and S7.25@S.OO *or top 
sheep—would seem to indie ..e that 
the beef, pork and mutton markets 
are influenced by about the same 
causes, but the prime cause afl'ectino- 
tiie general meat market is not clearly 
epparent unless, as the general be- 
lief seems to run, the stiffness of the 
corn market is the power behind the 
throne. 
It does not appear 
that 


present supplies are any shorter than 
one year ago, but rather that there 
has been a decided increase in the 
demand both at home and abroad. 
The export demand for American 
meats is urgent, but the increase in 
that direction is nothing as compared 
with the growth of the home demand 
in the past year or two. 


To say nothing of the natural in- 


crease in population, we have receiv- 
ed thousands upon thousands of able 
bodied meat-eating emigrants from 
the Old World, many of whom ;u-e 
reguh.r consumers of beef, pork and 
mutton now, whereas in their native 
land the high prices of meat and low 
wages, placed even pork and beans 
on the list of luxuries. 
Thoro is no 


doubt that prevailing "war piices1' 
aroduomoro to the remrrkable in- 
crease in demand, thiiii to a falling 
ofT in the supply, though, of course^ 
the result would be practically the 
same either war. 


A 92O.OOO Kiss, 


A St. Louis woman has recently 


sued an old beau for forcibly kissing 
her, and has demanded $20,000 dam- 
agea In a land where kisses can be 
had for nothing by. any man who is 
worthy of them, this seems a high 
valuation, although the trial may de- 
velop some justification of the lady's 
claim. 
It may be that the man had 


been eating onions, it he had the 
sum claimed is entirely too small. Or 
he may have been an habitual smoker 
or drinker, which would have made 
the case still more serious. In the 
absence of any detailed evidence it 
is possible to imagine only one of 
two reasons for the magnitude of the 
lady's claim—either the man was per- 
sonally obnoxious or he made a very 
grave mistake in taking only one kiss. 
A man who values such a blessing 
enough to steal it,yet is satisfied with 
a single one, is not the sort of a man 
with whom a lady of spirit can have 
a particle of patience. If his kisses 
were sweet, they should have como in 
showers, on the theory that big 
thieves are seldom punished. 
Such 


stinginess should be severely dealt 
with. 


GENERAL CHALMERS, who was re- 


cently fired out of congress as a rep- 
resentative from the Sixth (Shoe- 
string) District of Mississippi, has 
been heard from. 
He has returned 


to his home roaring mad, and has 
taken to the war-path. He publishes 
in the Times-Democrat of New Or- 
leans, an address to his constituents, 
taking bold ground against the La- 
mar Democracy of Mississippi, and 
declaring himself an independent 
candidate for congress. 
He is par- 


ticularly severe on those northern 
Democrats in congress who allowed 
him, he says, to be ousted from his 
.seat without making a light. 
His 


platform includes opposition to na- 
tional banks, a tariii' for revenue 
only, an elective judiciary, and the 
protection of the lowlands of the 
Mississippi from overflow. 
If 
he 


retires from tile campaign he will 
support the 
opposition candidat 


against the Democratic nominee.

Arkansas, fcr instance," i.s al- 


most a native American state, only 
thirteen out of each 1,000 of the pop 
ulatiou beiug foreign born. 
More 


than one half of the whole number 
of inhabitants are natives of the 
state also, and nearly all of the other 
native born citizens were born in the 
southern states. 
South Carolina is 


still more markedly exclusive. There 
are only eight foreigners there to 
1000 of population, and 911,000 out 
of a total 995,090 were born in the 
state. Here, too, as in Arkansas,the 
other natives came chiefly from the 
.outhern states. 
New York adds 


1011 to the population, and all the 
other northern and western states 
only 2292. 
All of the western btates 


and tprritoiies thus far reported 
have a gve.it preponderencn of na- 
tive inhabitants: but Connecticut 
and New Hamshiro, the only Naw 
England states in the present list, 
have n large infusion of foreign born 
citizens. 
Tins is particularly true 


of Connecticut, where more than one 
fourth of the population is foreign 
born, an eighth of the whole number 
of inhabitants coming- from Ireland 


Tiir so-called "revenue reformers 


— who are really iu favor of fre 
trade or nothing—have demonstratei 
the fact that instead of being re 
formers, they are destrnctionists? B\ 
their opposition to the tarin" commis" 
s-ion bill, which has now passed botl 
houses of congress, they have showi: 
thoir hands. 
The object of that 


measure is to revise and reform the 
existing import tariff, and one wouhl 
think that all honest revenue reform- 
ers would have favored it as in the 
line' of their professions, and the fact 
that the professional, hobby-riding,

ther their honesty or consistency.— 
Chicago Journal.
